fculties in the conſtruction: thereof, which are ſuggeſted in the memorial, 
but, on the contrary, think that nothing is wanting to come at the true in- 
trpretation of thoſe ſections, whoſe meaning is ſaid to be ambiguous, but 
1candid peruſal of them. On the city being incorporated, on the plan and 
principles contained in the act for that purpoſe made, it became neceſſary to 
take away all the powers of the City Wardens and Street Commiſſioners, to 
provide that no ſuch officers ſhould be choſen in future, and to veſt the right 
executing the acts which had given thoſe powers in a different body. For 
theſe purpoſes the 34th ſection of the act was introduced, the evident mean- 
ing whereof is to effect the ſaid purpoſes, and not to repeal any other parts 
ff the acts referred to in the ſaid ſection, than ſuch as authorized the elect- 
nz or chooſing of City Wardens and Street Commiſſioners, or as veſted any 
powers in them to execute the ſaid acts, or any part thereof. This appears,
